Thoy 
inican busines-i and are determined that 
the government ahall conduct afl'aira on 
business principlea "at unco. " It ia tho 
H^iamo and reproach of roaponaiblo in- 
stitutiuna — tho only form of guvornmcnt 
uhdor which civ.ilizod beings ought to 
live — that a ministry which suffered de- 
feat on the 24tli of July last should still 
hold tho reins.

Tho Transit. 



Sak FiiAXCi.'<(-'0. Dec. 0. — Professor 
Davidson tolegrapha from station Cerro 
lloblorovia, via Las Cruces, Now Mexico, 
that tho day. qpeiiod beautifully clear. 
Tho sun was no^.pho diameter .a$6ve tho 
Organ mountains when tho first internal 
contact was ob.sorvcd, much later than 
tho predicted time. .The atmosphoro at 
this low altitude was very unsteady. Tho 
atmosphoro of Venus was seen outside 
tlio sun's limb. The second contact in- 
ternal was ob.served, tho atmosphere 
growing more steady. The altitude of 
the sun was degrees. Micrometer 
measurements wero taken between the 
limb of tho sun and Venus, these wore 
satisfactory. During these measuromonts 
the flr!(t ■ group of six on photograph 
plates wore exposed, and guvo sharj) out- 
lines, exhibiting the planet very well de- 
fined. After tho planet had advanced 
one diameter on tho body of tho sun, tho 
pliotograph plates were exposed in groups 
of six every eight minutes. Tho photo- 
graphs are remarkably fine, and no single 
hitcli nncurred throughout tho wholo so- 
ries,' Whilst this work was being done, 
nn'crometor measurements of tho polar 
and e<|uatorial diameter of Voiiuh were 
made, witli a double image micrometer, 
in equatorial and transit inBtrnments. 
The meridian transit of tho first limb of 
Venus and tho last limb of tho sun wore 
'observed. Tho photographed groups were 
finished about twenty miniilos boford tho 
third contact, and gave 21C splendid pic- 
tures. Wlien the micromotor moasure- 
monls were made between tho limb of 
the planet and the sun, tho third contact 
interval was obaorvod with great precis- 
'fon; tho. limbs of Venus and tho sun 
beiiig remarkably slinrp and well defined. 
After this contact a part of the planet's 
disc bcycmd tlio sun's border was partly 
surrounded by a ^Wiite circle of light. 

Nrw Yokk, Dec. 0. — Tho w(;atlior ia 
clear and favorable for observation of the 
transit of Venus. 

St. Louis, Dec. C. — Tho planet Venus 
was seen orfco 'during tKe transit,. and 
then it was visible for five min'iitos. Tho 
weathor was cloudy.' 

Sa.v Fk.a n'ci.sco, Dec. 0. — A dispatch 
was received from the Lick observatory, 
at Mount Ilauiiltun, at 9, a.m. It is a 
splendid clear day. Forty eight photo- 
graphs of the transit liavu already boon 
obtained.

It is' antici- 
patod that tho propellors, which will be 
driven by the ongine^on deck, will drive 
the ship at the rate of ' about three miles 
an hour. 

Last evening tho afeamer Alexander 
sailed for Burrard's Inlet with thobaniuu 
Chintzu to load^ lumber. She will bring 
tlio barque Hassel down frpm Moody'a 
mills lumbor'ladon.

Beport Of the Soard of .Trade. » 

Tho report of tho British Columbia 
Board of Trade for the year ending July 
1882, issued in its usual neat form, is to 
hand, through tho favor of C. E. Baker^ 
Esq., M. P., secretary of tho board. 

The memberahip on July 30, 1382, waa 
07, allowing a decrease of two during the 
year, but aa ten gentlemen aro placed in 
nomination, tho strength <if tho board 
may be aaid to h.avo incroa..;ed. 

During tho past ye'ar five general meet- 
ings of nienibera and eight meetings of 
tho council have been hold. No deaths 
have occurred among members, though 
thore have been some withdrawals. No 
vacancies have occurred either on the ar- 
bitration board, or among tho membera 
of tho council. 

AKFII.IATIOS. 

Nothing has been done in regard to 
nltiliai ion with the Dominion board of 
trade, nor ia such a step cunteniplated 
until tho financial and numericsl strength 
of tho board is' Increased. ' 

DAILY MAIL FOR TUK SODND. 

Nothing more has been done in this 
matter by the Dominion government not- 
withstanding tho petition last year from 
this province. Thu Oregon railway and 
navigation cuuipany have, however, made 
tho service Iri-weekly, and as thia has 
been done by the entorpriao of the ciun- 
pany without any increaso of subsidy, it 
is to bo inferred that it ia reiiuinorative. 
The council nevertheless hope that the 
petition for a daily mail will bo granted. 

QUAKA.VTINK. 

Thia subject has engaged tho attention 
of the council ainco 1881, Under d.atu of 
July 22nd of thia year a letter was ad- 
dressed to the minister calling attention 
to clauao 5 of tho " Terms of Union," 
aaking tho intentimia of government in 
regard to the eatabliahinciit of a quarau- 
tino station at this port with hospital at- 
tached. A reply dated August IGth, 
stated there waa no parliamentary grant 
for such a purpose, but the minister pro- 
mised to lay tho matter before the gov- 
ernor-in-council, for consideration at tho 
approaching session (that just passed). 
Tho result was only a provision of $5000, 
and it was desirable the matter should bo 
pressed to a further issue. 

KOCKS IN TUB lIAttBOR. 

Siiico tho last report, tho Dominion 

government through its agent, has con- 
tiiuiod tho removal of Heaver rock, and a 
depth of 12 feet inches at low water, 
ordinary springs, has been secured, which 
was as much aa could bo done with tho 
amount of tho vote, by day's work. Ef- 
forts have been mado by tho board to in 
ducc thu government to let a further con- 
tract for increasing tho depth to 14 feet, 
aa called for originally, and also that tho 
removal of tho Tuzo and Dredger rocks 
be included in tho contract. 

UIIITIHII AND COLONIAL UNION. 

Cunsidorable correspondence has takon 

?lace between the board and its delegate 
[. 0. Boeton, Esq., on this subject, in 
regard to business discussed, and about 
to bo discuaaed, witli tho view of bring- 
ing about a closer rol.itionahip between 
tho tcrritoriea and colonics of Groat Bri,- 
tain, especially aa to tho furtherance of 
trade between thoni, and also among thu 
colonies themsolves. Many of the ques- 
tions under discusaion have boon printed 
and thoao forming tho Agenda paper, 
dated March 0th, 1882, will probably bo 
printed in tho report of this year. 

Hllt CnARLK.S rOl'PEU. 

Tho report rofora briotly to the addresa 
and dinner given to Sir Charles Tupper; 
the 0xpens9'of tho latter being defrayed 
by the oilicera and mombora. 

HTORAOK OF PETIIOLKUM. 

Regarding this important aubject, a 
letter waa received from tho district in- 
apector of inland revenue, in keeping 
with circular dated Ottawa, 0th October, 
1831, and atating that its regulations 
would be enforced after 1st Dec. 1881. 
Tho committee appointed to doal with the 
matter, reported the civic authorities 
would act in tho promiaoa as soon as they 
could ascertain tho measures adoiited in 
othor cities, after which thoy would pass 
a by law reiuloring it unnocosaary for tho 
inland roveuiio departinont to interfere. 

EAOLK PAS.S. 

In November last iMr. Spi .iat addressed 
the board on the subject of a abort line of 
railroad from .Shiiawap lake to the Colum- 
bia river, and from thence to Eaglo pass. 
The matter was placed in tho hands of a 
committoe. 

.MAI- OF TIIK I'ROVJNCK. 

Last Deceaiber tho iasue of a new map 
of tho province waa discussed. Tho local 
govornmont was interviewed, and the 
committo reported they had the matter 
in hand. 

FISH OIL. 

The council thought it necessary, con- 
sidering tlieir increase in number, that 
the caniiorios aliould be placed under 
proper license and supervision, accord- 
ing to tho Fiahury Acts of Canada, 
under tho inapector for tho province, 
thereby regulating tho number of can- 
neriea on rivers, their licensing, and pre- 
cautionary moaaurea for preserving liah, 
etc. A committee waa appointed and an 
able report on the aubject was drafted and 
printed in pamphlet form, and isaued tu 
t ho members of the board. In conse- 
quence of this action by tho board, the 
Dominion government have placed a sum 
of J4000 on tho estimates, for establish- 
ing a hatchery upon tho Eraser. 

STAMP ACT. 

Partly owing to tho action of the board 
and the agitation in the oastorn provinces 
the stamp act has been repealed by an act 
of laat BQsaioii, dated 1st March, 1882. 

DUHI'.CIINO IN Till! HARBOR. 

For the laat six months tho dredger has 
been employed dce[)eiiing the harbor from 
the south end of the Hudson Bay Co. 'a 
wharf to the extreme of Spralt's wharf. 
It is now employed at Shoal Point, near 
tite entrance of tho harbor, as work in 
front of the wharves, Mr. Trutch staled, 
was more exponsivo on account of tho dis- 
tance to tho dumping ground. 

DRAWBACK ON TIN. 

In consequqneo of the action of the 
British Columbia Packing Company (Fob. 
27th) a comniitlce was ajipointcd to re- 
port upon the delay by the customs at 
Ottawa in payments of drawback on tin 
plates used by canneries and exported 
foreign, and to draft resolution and me- 
morial to bo forwarded to' tho depart- 
ment. 

BEAVER ROCK— INNER CIIANNF.L. 

On March 17lh, 1882, C.-ipt. Devereux 
reported to H0I1. ./. W. Trutch .as to a 
rocky patch with 9 feet on it at low wa- 
ter, 100 feet N. E. from tho Beaver rock. 
TliQ marine department placed a large 
triaiigular buoy, No. 6, on it, with the 
uauaf " notice to tnarinera." , ,

Great 
Britain claim(!d that KosariO; Strait 
was the i-hannel intended by thelreaty 
of 184G, while tbes. 'lTnited States in- 
flisteil upon the' (patikrdb'Braro,' leaving 
Washington'Sou'ud with its numerous 
Lslands in dispute. President Buchan-

5Scott to the Pacilic coast with orders 
, to, countermand what General .llarney 
' had done. ijThi8iefU!*ovlRUaiflVlf''J"storv 
as related by Qp)apjti^}( Hariusy^, who 
hohl the rank joEj^'igadier-General, 
was su^stantially^a^^Jlows; 

general' ilA'UNEV's VERSION. 

" I was sent to the island of San 
Juan, ;ivhich;was.;;in,di3putp. I found 
the British •liKdi'lalioniipb.sse'ssibn, and 
cstabjished a sheep ranch on it. 1 
wentaover to the town of Vancouver 
to purchase some furs from tiio llus- 
siaiis, who brour;lit tliem down from 
Alaska. At this time 1 did not know 
about the dillicul.ties. On my way 
baolc'l cilliad h'pbri' and paid my res- 
pecta to theiBriti^h Gpvcrnor at Vio- 
t'd^iiS; * Hy fdcbived mo very politely, 
as did his two daughters. . lie said ' I 
want to show you our fort,' and as we 
entered it a saluto was fired in honor 

wof my. iVisit. .The Gov^eruor invited 
myself and party to dine with him, 
and we received 'tlib^ most courteous 

i .ajttention.s. After dinner I took leave 
of the Governor, going over in a 
steamer, when a little fellow came up 
to nic and snid he was the magistrate 
of the island, and that the British did 
not respect his authority at all.- This 
was the fjrat I heard of it. ■ 1 said to 
him 'Don't you say a word about it.' 
T theti wbht over to our side of the 
channel and told the captain of the 
steamer to get ready in an hour, as the 
British liad taken po.ssession of the 
island, and I was satislicd they had no 
claim to it. I did not know in fact, 
till then that they had sot up any 
claim. I then sent an ordov to Captain 
Picket, 'ii game follnw, tci .soloct. iOO uf 
his best men, gave thum thoboat'armsand 
a supply of anniumition, and come down 
ns soon aa possible to the island. 1 landed 
tlio troops ;uul touk possoaaion of the 
island. I know, cgnd, it was our island. 
I had exainihed both' oUannola, and was 
sn^tikfidd^fwasK^ht. I'canipcd the sol- 
diers iiiid lold every man to ,'icloct each a 
liir^o fir tree, from holiini! wiiii-ii aheltor 
they co\dd lire on llio Bntiali in case of 
attack.

In San Francisco I was 
mot by hundreds who cndorsad my acta 
and wanted aio to remain in coinnumd: I 
assured tliom that when I got to Wash- 
ington they would send mo back.

OENKRAL HUOrx'ti VKO-SION, 

Tho following is General Scott's account 
of tjie. matter, a« contained tiin ■ hu auto- 
biograpliy, published, in 1804: ■ 

"j\n incident 'occurred in 1859 on thq 
Pacific Coast which iiio President regard- 
ed aii endangering not a littlo our peace- 
ful relations with Groat Britain. At the 
moment when commissioners wore en- 
gaged in-running tho boundary lino bo- 
twoen the two oountrtea, but ditlering as 
to which parly the San Juan Island, in 
Paget Sound, should be assigned, thu 
question, of course, reverted to the two 
paramount govcrninouts. Brigadior-CJon- 
oi'id Uarnoy, who coininanded our forces 
in that quarter, was a great favorite with 
the five -PfiQiocratic Preaidonta. Full of 
b.U.u(i<ad|i)i^tiau for his i patrons, ho had 
before in Florida hung several Indians 
under tho moat doubtful circumatances in 
iinitathui of CJenoial .fackson in tho aamu 
quarter, and now as that popular hero 
gained much applause by wrenching I'en- 
sacola and all middle Florida from Spain 
in time of poaco, ILirnoy probably 
thouglitlio might make liimsulf I'roaidout, 
too, by cutting short all diplomacy and 
taking forcible possession of tlio dis])utad 
island, Iinitations on thu part of cortaiu 
pooplu rtUvaya begin by copying defects. 
President iSuclianan, iinwover'; w^Uknoff- 
iug the ditl'uronco in powor bbtweoii S^ain 
and Great Britain, kindly inquired' of the 
autobiographer (now recently a cripple by 
a fall) whether, without injury, ho could 
go on a mission to Pugot Sound. The 
voyage via Panama, was promptly under- 
taken, and Scott sailed from New York 
Septombor 20, 185i), in tho Star of the 
West. Arriving in tho Sound, near tho 
British Governor's at Victoria, a few 
;<!aarte6tu h6te8' restored thb island to its 
'iiou'tral condition-— tho joint possession of 
the two parties. It is not known that 
-the prntegi! Ilarnoy was over reprininiuled 
for his harshness. Ue certainly was not 
recalled, although tho ineasuro. was sug- 
goslud by the writer." 
' 'Thus for General Scott, of whoso on- 
vioiis'lntinpHti^nE/ a^ 'bittornoss against 
thb'a'D h'e disliked duo 'lilltnviiiVco inust be 
made. Tlis quarrels with Dearborn, 
Jackson, IVhicomb, Worth and other uiili- 
tKry characters are not forgotten. 

General Harney repels the inainuation 
that ho had the Presidential fever, lia 
thrown out by' General Scott: 

Recurring to ■ tlio San Juan afl'air, it 
appears that in ' No'vomber,' li^59, an ar- 
rangement was entered into botsveoti tho 
two governments for a temporary joint 
■railjtaiy occupation of San Juan Island, 
in j^iitkiiaticb -of' which a British garrison 
was eatabliahe.i^ in the north part and an 
American garrison in tho south. This 
Was tho result of General Scott's diplo- 
macy. Coining down later it will bo seen 
how General llvrney's assertion of our 
claim' was vindicated. 

By Article 34 of tho treaty of Wash- 
ington, May 9, 1871, tho question in dis- 
|)ute was reserved to tho arbitration of 
the Enipuror of Germany, who in Octo- 
ber, 1872, decided in favor of tiio United 
States, and in the following numlh tlio 
liritisli garri.soii was wlllidrawn. It now 
constitutes the county of S.-ui Juan. The 
north part is inountainoua and heavily 
timberod;- the aoulh pttrt has many beau- 
tiful 'add' fertile prairies, and excellent 
pasturage.
